A Sunday strike of some 4,200 em- 
ployes of two large s\tgar refining 
companies ended today with agree- 
ment on a 15 cent an hour pay 
boost.

there failed to produce a settlement 
that would have sent the concern's 
300 workers back to their obsj. 


The wage agreement affecting 
the National and American sugar 
refining companies was announced 
late yesterday by Edgar L. War- 
ren, chief of the U. S. Conciliation 
Service, after a Saturday night 
conference broke up hours after 
the midnight strike deadline pass- 
ed. The Revere company was not 
involved in the talks here be- 
tween management and AFL and 
CIO union representatives.

WATERING 'YOUNG 
TOMATO PLANTS IS 
KEY TO SUCCESS 


Watering young tomato plants 


two of three times during 
the 


first week following planting is the 
key to success, according to Mi«»s 
Jo Ann MHHcan, assistant county 
home demonstration agent. 


Early and vigorous growth will 


be assured if the gardner also 
mixes two tablespoonfuls of com- 
mrectal fertilizer In a gallon of 
water and applying a pint of thla 
mixture to the soil around each 
plant. 


For those plants already set out 


and growth its well started, Miss 
MUlican suggests that they should 
be staked soon. Make the stakes 
four feet long and drive 
them 


firmly 
Into the ground and 
In 


the near future tie the plants to the 
atakes to support their rapid up- 
right growth. 


Concerning other vegetables, the 


agent advises not to be In too big 
of a hurry to thin young sweet 
corn, cucumbers and squash plants. 
This Is also true for leaf lettuce 
and mustard. The gardener should 
wait until the com plants are 10 
inches high and can tell which 
are the most vigorous. This same 
principal 
should be applied to all 


typea of -thinning. Save the strong 
ones and pull out tho weak. Too 
much competition in the garden 
can make the strong ones soon 
aplndley . 


Miss Millican urges the gardner 


to check their lists of plants and 
If these are nat already planted, 
they should be soon. 
These are 
•weet corn, squash, 
cucumbers, 


Cantaloupes, watermelons, and leaf 
lettuce. In the next 10 days, tho 
following should be in the ground: 
green bush beans, bush lima beana, 
pepper plants, okra, New Zealand 
spinach, and a second planting of 
•weet com, mustard and radish.
